1959, 15,000 electric storage 
water heaters valued slightly more than $700,000 
were exported, mainly Canada, Cuba, and Vene- 
zuela. the same period, nearly 20,000 gas-fired 
storage water heaters, valued about $1,200,000, 
were exported—84 percent going Canada.
